French ships; the unexpected 
turning at this time of the Aus- 
trians against the Italian invaders 
and the fu^ee drive of the Austro- 
Oerman troops against, the Hus- 
sians in their last stand near Lem- 
berg, convince military circles in 
Berlin that the kaiser is making 
a supreme effort to win victory of 
a decisive nature and crush the 
foes now menacing his empire 
from all'sides. 


All indications point, to prepar- 


ations for sending heavy reinfor- 
cements into France and Belgium 
since the tall of Przemysl and an 
.ittempt to make anothei rush on 
towards Paris. Most violent" coun 
ter-attacks aie now being directed 
against the Souchez sugar fac- 
tories in France and Verdun on 
the Meuse river is being shelled. 


London, June 5 —Germany's re- 


lentless submarine warfare on 
British shipping 
is continuing 


without, any apparent attempt of 
the English underwater craft to 
stop it. The German apparently 
are able to slip up on the craft 
they desire to sink, torpedo it and 
then escape only to renew their 
attack on some other vessel. Op- 
erations in the North sea have 
been especially active in the last 
few days.

She told how the Chinese love and 
look up to the Americans as they 
look to no other nation. "Igno- 
ance and superstition," she said 
"are at the bottom of the condi- 
tion in which Chinese, particular- 
ly the women and children, are 
found. American missionaries as 


as those from other Christ- 
countries have already over- 


come much of this and are striv- 
ing away as best 
they can 
to 


bring to them the light of the gos 
pel of Jesus Christ, which means 
taking away the great burden un-j 
der which the women of that coun 
try labor »nd giving to little chil- 
dren a chance to grow and deve- 
lopc. 


Dr. Anderson congratulated the 


C'oshoeton church 
upon having 


two such splendid representatives 
as Mi. and Mrs. White, two young 
missionaries, who the church are 
supporting in China. 
She said 


that Mrs. White is winning her 
way into the heart of the Chinese 
women by teaching them music 
which they love and by the inter- 
est she takes in their embroidery. 
"Blindness among Chinese wo- 
men," Dr. Anderson 
said, "is 


more, usual than unusual. 
After 


working in the fields al Iday many 
of them are obliged to embroider- 
iar into the night, with only a 
tiny candle light. 
When asked 


why they worked until they were 
blind, they replied, It is either 
blindness or 
starvation.' 
Five 


cents a clay is the usual price paid 
a Chinese woman for- .the exqui- 
site woi'k we so much admire on 
their kimonas. When she becomes 
exceptionally proficient, she is 
sometimes paid ten cents for her 
day's work." 


A demonstration of ohild dress 


in China was one of the features 
of the evening 
Dr. Anderson had 


a tiny child on the platform and 
with materials which she had with 
her dressed the little one in the 
dress of j> Chinese baby. She also 
had some beautiful kimonas which 
she displayed. 
These were em- 


broidered in tigers, which she de-

blem of strength in China 
and 


said that the skins of the tiger 
are ground up and made into me- 
dicine, which the Chinese believe 
will cure all sickness.

Fashioned From Sheets of Copper by 


ait Ingenious Process. 


From start to finish the making of 


an army, buglo is a process of much 
Ingenuity and Juteresl. A bugle may 
not tit Qrst sight present a .striking re- 
semblance to its cuitsiii, the coacli 
horn, but one is practically u curled 
up version of the other, for Ijcforo tho 
bugle Is bout iuto shape it consists of a 
narrow tube fifty-Quo tuclies long. 
' In the first stage of manufacture th» 
bugle ia cut out of sheet copper ami 
rolled Into two tliin cylinders, tecbnlc* 
iilly known ns tho "boll" and tut' 
"branch." The narrow tube, which us 
the "bell," ia gradually shaped out on 
molds until the opening itt the regular 
four Inches in diameter.
